THE ANNUAL The highlight of the week was the Annual Meeting held in the 
Church Hall, after the ladies of the Guild had served a de- 
MEETING lightful dinner. There were 100 parishioners for dinner, 
others came in time for the meeting. These,plus the members 
of the Guild,made the attendance one of the largest at any annual meeting in 
the history of the parish. The Rector in his report stressed three things: 
1.The progress and good fellowship so evident in every organization in the 
parish, 2. The need of a further co-operative effort in the second Every 
Home Visitation by members of the parish from Feb.16 to’ March lst. 3. The 
careful planning for the whole of our Youth work: 
Everyone thoroughly enjoyed hearing the leaders of the organizations give 
their individual reports. It makes everyone feel that they are each an 
important part of the one whole and does much to cement our Church Family 
together, The People's Warden presented the financial statement for the 
past year, showing receipts in the General Account for $10,671i12 and ex- 
penditures of $8,975.76. He also reported that the Anglican Advance Appeal 
of $6,500.00 had been paid in full and that there was $8,280.00 cash avail- 
able for extension of the basement ,with approximately 34,000.00 outstanding 
pledges., ` The Rector's warden presented a very full and complete plan of 
the proposed extension of the basement at the approximate cost of $24,000.00. 
This was done on behalf of the vestry who had unanimously recommended that 
the proposed extension be proceeded with-immediately. Mr. Tavender reported 
that the Building Committee (the wardens Messrs. Munn, Howard, Millard and 
Tanner with the Rector) had gone into the whole matter very thoroughly with 
the architect (Mr.Jack Cawston) and recommended to the vestry: 1. That the 
building be proceeded with as early aspossible this spring. 2. That a sur-— 
vey of parishioners be made for further donations, and 3, that the balance 
of the money be borrowed on the most favorable basis. The Annual Meeting 
enthusiastically accepted this recommendation. This will mean that, in the 
immediate future, the parishioners will again be given the opportunity to 
contribute to the best of their means so that as much money as possible 
will be available before actual building operations start. 
Financial Statements will be left at the rear of the church and will 
be available to any who want them.

A FEW WORDS about Sunday Dec 21st (Advent Hig At the 11 atolook Service 
the new Altar Cross and Vases, given by Mr. & Mrs. E.H.Boalch as a Memorial 
to Frederick Ernest Boalch, their son, will be dedicated by the Rector.As 
previously announced the Cross and Vases have been made by Jones and Willis 
of Birmingham Eng. The Vases are of very heavy Brass(solid) with a wide 
top, very suitable for the Altar flowers. The Cross is also of solid pol- 
ished brass, standing 33 inches hich. The base is circular on three "feet" 
At the four extremes of the cross are the symbols of the four evangelists 
the lion identified with St. Matthew; the calf with St. Luke; the face of 

a man with St. Mark; and the flying Eagle with St. John. These are refered 
to in the fourth chapter of the Revelation. At the centre of the Cross is 
the Lamb of God (Agnus Dei) symbolizing our Blessed Lord. Around the centre 
is the Gircle or "Halo" which is found in many early British or Seltic 
Grosses. The memorial inscription reads as follows "Sacred to the memory 
of Set. (F.E.) Frederick Boalch (RC A }) February leth 1945" This as 
stated above will be dedicated on Sunday Dec. elst at kl a.m.
